Gulldhall, opposite Westminster Ab- 
bey, und was sentenced to be shot. 
During the tlme between his sen= 
tence and execution he impressed 
the officers and soldiers at the Tower 
by his_dignity.and_bravery.

: THE advance of Russia into 
Bessarabia was another of those 
developments ‘that naturally 
followed the conclusion of the 
pact with “Germany in August 
1939. ‘ 2 

Neither Germany nor-Italy were in 
a” position to restraln the Russians 
who are seckjng to recover posscs- 
sions they had before the lost war in 
order to be in a better. strategic 
position to hold the Ukraine which 
Hitler says in| Mein Kampf must be 
added to the Reich. : 

Russla too probably {elt there was 
need to demonstrate the Irresistible 
power of the army, cspecially after 
the unfortunate Finnish adventure. 
The stern refusal to negotinte with 
Rumanta, the ‘tremendous speed of 
the advance, the dropping of light 
tanks by parachute against a nation 
that was not resisting were spectacu- 
lar.. The warning Is meant for. Ger- 
many and Italy and possibly for 
Turkey. 

Rumania did not resist, because 
Germany advised her not to do so, IL 
would have created an awkward 
situation if-she had followed the 
herole example of Finland. Russia 
knew this of course and so advanced 
to her objectives us If on purade. 

it Is strange that she should have 
been penalised for being active in the 
lust war, and so richly rewarded for 
benevolent - neutrality or — non= 
belligerency In this. In these days of 
power politics Germany probably 
regards the situation in the Balkans 
as fluid, and Russian’ occupation: as ! 
temporary. It is falrly obvious that 
an attack on Russia wll come in due 
course, The prospect of a German 
peace must be a nightmare to Russia. 


The Evacuation 


THE evacuation of Europeans 
from: Hongkong to Manila, 
Tollowed by an.exodug of many 
well to do Chinese to Shanghai, 
was the natural result of Japan- 
exe activities on the border and 
the statement of policy by the 
forcign. minister Mr. Arita, in 
Tokyo. 

We ure ving in the midst of 
alarms und excursions and scarcely 
any place In the world Is safe from 
the ubiquitous bomber. 

The whole world is not yet at war, 
but those who‘ure not, are striving 
to benefit by the opportunities which 
the diMculties of others are providing, 

The proclamation of a Monroe 
Doctrine over the Asiatic side of the 
Pacific $s not new but the title given 
to the doctrine Is something of u 
misnomer, since there Js a benevolent 
ind protective note in the American 
version of the policy, und not a 
dominating one, as in Asia. 

Japan may find, however, that her 
uspirations to be the supreme power 
in the Far East is dependent on the 
wequiescence of the United States and 
so far that has not been forthcoming. 
Secing that Japan’s trade with 
U.S.A. is considerable and that sixty 
per cent. of her war requirement 
come from United States, it would 
not be fn the interests of Japan te 
have that trade und those supplics 
cut off, . . “2 

The colsing of the Burma Road is 
demanded. Obviously the material 
golng along that route does not come 
from Britaln. It comes from 
America, who would lodge a 


shut out. 

If Britain satd that Japon .was 
pressing for the exclusion of these 
American trucks, munitions and such 
things, then the United States might 
very well male it o condition of con- 
tinuing supplics to Japan that the 
route should be kept open. 


German Opinion 


German opinion expressed in 
two Chinese nowspapers in 
Shanghai confirms the im- 
pression one gets from Germany 
direct. 

The Germans may have to put up 
with the Russian advance in Europe, 
us the price of neutrality, but she is 
not Inclined to make any concession 
to Japon as a reward for abstention 
from the conflict. 

Russia was asked to ‘be neutral. 
Japan was asked to be actively 


E u te 
belligerent. Germany is more ogree- 
able to Japan's hegemony in the Far 
East now asa result of the. new 
rituatiott In Europe, than Japan Js to 
the emergence of Germany-or Italy as 
Astatic powers, ‘ ; 

Jupan's Ssolation would seem to be 
complete, and the fear which she 
conjures up of a naval .nalliunce 
between Britain and U, S. A. Is a 
measure of her fevered state of mind. 


The RAF. 


The activities of the R.A.F. 
this: week especially over Ger- 
many confirms the view already 
widely. held that the war will be 
won in the air, but not by Ger- 
many. , 

‘These explo|ts are.an Indication of 
the wrath to come for obviously the 
pilots und their machines ore of a 
quality which surpasses anything 
Germany possesses, and as their 
numbers Increase this superiority 
will be still further emphasized. 

The dropping of pamhlets at the 
beginning of the war, (or confettl, as 
some pcople have Jt,) Is now seen in 
its true light. The alrmen were mak- 
ing themselves famillar, with the 
Inyout of the country. its naval bases, 
nerodromes and’ Industrial centres. 
Night flying has been n speciality with 
the RAF. from tho beginning. 
Every hour the enemy delays ‘his 
acrial attack on Britaln makes it 
harder for him, since British .and 
American factories are now in full 
swing, and the great Empire scheme 
ls under way, 


Invasion Threat 


_ THE chances of o successful 
invasion of Britain seem now to 
be rather remate. 

Forty million people have 
determined it will not be successful. 
There are many, os Noel Baker said 
the other night, who hope it will be 
attempted, for the pent up fury of 
the past eight years will then be let 
loose against Nogzilsm. On alr, ‘sea 
and land every ounce of effort, and 
every kind of skill and intelligence 
will be used and backed up by a 
degree of courage and resolution 
never witnessed before. 5 

Britain is not an aggressor, but in 
defence she is supreme, Every man 
wil defend his home with the feroclty 
of tiger, und at the same time strike 
the blow for that freedom which has 
been gained after centuries of patient 
effort, and which will certainly. never 
be yielded to cither Nazi or Fascist, 


The Channel Islands 


THE occupation of , the 
Channel Islands: was an casy 
task seeing that they were ‘not 
defended. 

They have always been pleasant 
summer retreats for British people, 
but as Jersey is within twenly miles 
of ‘the French coast, they were at the 
mercy of any force that occupied 
that part of France. : 

They could have been fortified, of 
course, but the French would have 
regarded such an act as unfriendly, 
for naturally they never contemplat- 
cd the loss of thelr own coast to 
Germany. The fortifications could 
therefore only have been directed 
against them—our ally. .The people 
most affected will be those in retire- 
-ment—several—of--whom-—are- from 
Hongkong, who chose Guernsey, 
Jersey or’ Sark because of the mild- 
ness of the climate and for the 
stronger reason that the income tax 
was only six pence in the pound. 

Gllbert "Parker has-a very good 
novel cilled the “Battle of the 
|. Strong” which gives a vivid descrip- 
tion of the Islands and the treacher- 
cus currents that make navigation 
so- dangerous around the Jslands. 

The natives who speak a form of 
French clafm_that England was an- 
nexed to the Channel Islands und not 
the Channel Islands to England. 
They are the relics of William of 
Normandy‘s possessions in France 
and therefore their statement Is cor- 
rect. Jersey cattle os well as the 
early Jersey padtatocs together with 
ecarly' spring flowers ore famillay to 
most people in England. The loss 
of the islands of course js only tem- 
porary and has no strategic import-

"Tt fs not now so much a sentinen- 
tal and alivulstic mood, that prompts 
such actlye materinl support for 
Britain, [t is the realisation that the 
British fcet is essential. to . the 
security of the United States at the 
moment, oie " 

Kt will not be in five years’ tine 
when the programme of building 
now approved is completed, but the 
Nazis are‘not likely to walt. It is 
safe {o say that by ‘far the majority 
of the citizens of the United States 
wish Britaln to win In thelr struggle 
not only because they wish de- 
mocracy and freedom to survive in 
that country but they want to pre- 
serve these things In their own. 

I remember speaking to the Vice- 
President of Chicago University two 
years ago, Dr, Woodward, a genial 
and very worldly wise philosopher. 
We were discussing the probability 
of a war In Europe, He said, “we 
will not at least to see Britain to 
gO under. Sentiment in the United 
States would ‘not stund that.” He 
was thinking In that detached mood 
und“ what that sense of security 
which four theusand milts of ‘ocean 
on one side and about two thousand 
five hundred miles on the other give. 

There wos no sense of anxicty, 
such as one finds In President Roo- 
sevelt’s speech before Conyress when 
-he begged the members to vote large 
sums for defence but not to hamper 
in any way supples'to Britain, He 
Was cheered to the echo. : 

Stlmson, Knox und Willkle recent- 
ly said the same thing, Britain ts 
the last bulwark against the tyranny, 
oppression. and injustice of the. Nazi 
rule and the standard bearer of those 
prineipics Inid down in Magna Carta, 
an original copy of which is appro- 
printely enaugh for the time being 
in the House of Cangress.,- 


Despised Italy 


_ IS there anything in history 
quite sq pathetic as the Italian 
nation to-day?, . 

Dragged at the heel of Germany, 
and at the same time utterly despised 
by her, -deprived of any hope of 
scoring any sort of victory, remem- 
bered only for treachery to France, 
who rescucd her at Coporetto, now 
cringing for French ald, for what it 
is worth, against Russia through 
Mussolini and Gayda she struts and 
‘gesticulates as though she were ao 
great power, ° 

Her course has been tortuous and, 
centemptible, She joined in the war, 
in fear and trembling, because she 
was an outcast in any case, but hoped 
that by doing so’ she. would be able 
to join In the procession of victory 
behind her master as a reward" for 
-dog-like- devotion;--if-not-for-serious- 
sacrifice, 7 

The sinking of the “Andora Star" 
is an eloquent commentary on the 
real feelings between the Germans’ 
and the Malians.. Here the true re- 
lation between them finds expression. 
The simple Italfan folk are a happy 
music loving people,-who multiply 
rapidly in numbers, are observant of 
religious forms, and play a useful 


part in the humbler walks of life. | 


-Not ten’ Mussolinis' or Gaydas will 
ever turn them into o nation of 
fighters and warrlors. Why. should 
they seck to achieve fame along Jincs 
for which -history again and again 
has proved them whally unfitted? 
Military glory or Prussianism {8 far 
less important .than Italian art and 
Itallan music, Mussolini has done 
much for Italy that is good, but in- 
finitely more that !s evil, and soon 
Iet-us hope the populace will place 
him and Gayda where they ought to’

Marscilics, July 5, 

The French Admiralty account of 
the ineldents leading, up to the 
Anglo-French action in the Mediter- 
ranean, described by Mr. Winston 
Churchill in the Commons yesterday, 
has been [ssued from = Vichy and 

published by Havas. The communi- 
que states: . : . 

**On July 3 0 British squadron 
composed of three ships of the line, 
of which Hood was one, an alreraft 
carrier and sa. certain number of 
crulsers and destroyers, arrived at 

Messel Kebir where the French force 
was lying,. comprising two shipy of 
the line; Dunkerque and Strasbourg, 
also Provence,and Bretugne, . three 
second class crulsera und a certain 
number of Hight vesscls and sub- 
marines which were not In a condl- 
tion to proceed to sea at once. 

“The British Admiral sent’ Admiral 
Gensoul the following ultimatum.— 
‘Join British fleet or destroy your 
ships withIn six hours so that they 
shall not fall {nto German or Italan 
hands!" eat 

The communique docs not mention 
the other’ alternative which Mr. 
Churchill mentioned yesterday. : 

The communique continues.—"“in 
case this was refused the Britlsh suid 
they would not hesitate .to destroy 
the ships themselves, Admiral Gen- 
soul refused. .Ho declared he would 
meet force with force and the first 
shell fred would seo the whole 
French ficet lined up ogalnst Britain 
—a result the very opposite of what 
he desired. The Admiralty and Gov- 
ernment approved this.and the Arm- 
§stic. Commissions were notified, 

“It will be recalled that Germany 
and Italy had not demanded the sur-, 
render of. the French fleet but only 
its’ demobilisation and recall {o 
French ports, France would not 
consent to surrender the flect. Mar- 
shal Petain and: Admiral Darlan re- 
peated . this 20 times over to Mr, 
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Winston: Churchill,-the First-Lord -of: 
the Admiralty, Mr. A. V. Alexander, 
and the Ambassador, Sir Ronald 
Campbell. . 
“The French ‘Admiralty had a 
mainfal feeling (hat France's misfor- 
tunes left the British ‘rulers indiffer- 
ent and thot the latter were. only 
thinking of becoming masters of the 
French ficct.

“Even before the ultimatum ex- 
pired the Britlsh Admiral had magne- 
tle mines dropped from the air in 
leading from Merscl 
Kebjr and on the expiration of the 
ultimatum the British ships opened 
fire on the French ships which were 
stl. at anchor but returned the fire 
assisted by the coast batteries. 

“Tt appears Bretgne was blown up. 
Dunkerque, Provence and Mogador 
had fires aboard. The other ships 
were able to get under way and form 
edntact with French warships sent to 
mect them.” 

The communique ‘concludes that 
the French sailors reacted Indignant- 
ly against the treason of their old 
comrades in orms.—Reuter. 
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
